Your letter with the Russian Plate piece 
at hand. Two of us have carefully examined it and 
have compared it with photographs of those in the 
Hermitage Museum. JI am very sorry to have to tell 
you that your piece is an absolute fabrication. To 
begin with the plate itself should look about the 
same as the Swedish plate pieces and the stamns 
should be punched in from dies. Your whole piece 
is a cast, not froma genuine piece but from a 
crudely made-up model. The stamps are not correct. 
The insignia on the breasts of the eagle are wrong and 
the lettering on the central samp is very poorly done 
compared with the genuine pieces. The raised parts 
of your piece both front and back show that they have 
been ground down to make the two surfaces smooth and 
to obliterate the effects of the casting.
